JANUARY, 1861.

We ask aid of Americans : for 
where is the American to whom this canse of ours is 
not the supreme interest of the present hour as afford¬ 
ing the only hope of Futurity ?

Worcester, Mass _An adjourned meeting of the Political 

Anti-Slavery Convention, which met in the city of Boston, 
on the 29th day of May last, will be held in the city of Wor¬ 
cester, on Wednesday and Thursday, the 19th and 20th days 
of September next, at 10 o’clock, a. m. 

The object of this Convention is to consider the propriety 
of organizing a political party upon an anti-slavery inter¬ 
pretation of the U. S. Constitution, with the avowed purpose 
of abolishing slavery te , he StaMji ^ we „ „ Terri tories of 
the Union. At its former meeting, resolutions setting forth 
the great principles of liberty and equality which must 
underlie and permeate a political movement; to entitle it to 
tbe confidence and support of the friends of freedom, were 
introduced and discussed; but. without taking action upon 
them, the Convention adjourned to meet in the aty of Wor¬ 
cester, at the call of the President and Chairman of the 
Business Committee. 

In discharging the duty thus devolved upon ns, we now 
make an appeal to you, fellow-citizen,, lovers of freedom of 
both sexes, in behalf of four millions of enslaved country¬ 
men, who, in the name of justice and a common brother¬ 
hood. demand their liberty at your hands. 

Nearly an entire generation has passed away since the 
immcnccment of the present anti-slavery agitation, and 
yet slavery is still triumphant over our whole land! Than 
not yet a single foot of soil, in all this broad Republic, on 
hich the escaping stove can stand, and feel that he is free! 
There is not yet in existence a political party (if we 
except a meagre local organization in a angle State), which 
does not shamelessly avow the purpose to wield the 
national sword in defence of the bloody store system, wher- 
|it exists under State jurisdiction! Tbe Church is still 
in league with tbe tyrant, with both her heels upon the 
necks of his helpless victims!
